The secretary,  of state is hereby author- Secretary of 
ized and required to audit all accounts and bills for atilta%rd't 
expenses of the classes from the Institutes of the 
Blind and the Deaf and Dumb, in visiting Madison 
at the request of the legislature, and to issue warrants 
on the treasury therefor: provided, all slich4bills shall 
be certified to as correct either by the superintendent 
of public property or the committee of the legislature 
appointed on reception.
